GENERAL SHE&MAN'S CAMPAIGNS. 


Uarrain О. C. Cuxssky, К.Е, Professor of Military History, 
Royal Military College, Sandhurst, delivered a lecture at the Reyal 
United Service lustiiution. ‘ihe Dobe of Oambridge was in the 
obsir, and em pg those present were Sir Eiward Oust, Lord Hotham, 
Lord Frederick Powlett, Sir Frederick Nicholson, and Genera! 
Hamilton. The subject of the lecture was, * Lessons to ba derived 
from General Sherman's Campaigns" Captain Chesney commenced 
by re'erring to a former leo ure delivered by him, in which he had 
pointed out that the recognised prirciple of war must be applied to 
campaigns ia America, as well as those in other countries, with due 
ajlowances for the differences of the country, soldiery, and means of 
vommunication. At that time, now two years since, the first rush 
of ouriosity at the breaking out of the civil war had died cff, and 
the study of the campaigns of Fedsrals and Ooufederates was un- 
popular. No one of judgment asserted this now, and tho lecturer 
observed that it was a lesson of caution to the public generally, 
who it could not be denied, had been misled by a brilliant narrative 
сЕ the deleat of Bulls Run into supposing that Federal soldiers 
could never be got to fight, forgettfpg that the early revolotionary 
aries of Franoe in 1792 aud the Prussian soldiers in 1806, had 
been subject to the same kinds o: panics which Mr. Raseel!'s nen so 
keeuly described. Buch panics only showed ill diacipline and want 
of confidence in theic offi ers ou the part cf the men so b:havinr, 
and proved nothing @gaiust the valour of the nation. The military 
lessons insisted on by the lecturer were two—first, the importance 
of guardiog your own communication; and, secondly, the pos. ibi. i 
of throwing this rule and others aside on tue pirt of a man of genius 
(for such Osptain Chesney declared General Sherman to be) under 
osculiar and favourable conditions. The lecturer then rele reĝ to 
Bherman’s advance from Ohattanoogs to Atlante, praising Johnston's 
mode of retreat and censuring Hood's mistakes.

A BELF-CONFESSED MURDERER, 


Ат the Lambeth Police-court, Richard Havlin was obarged with 
the murder of John Davies. 

Inspector Frost, of the P division, said the prisoner had just been 
taken into custody, and therefore he had not a complete case to lay 
before the court. 

Richard Newm^n was then examined, and said he lived at 5, 
Britannia terrace, Hatcham New Town. On Saturday, the 29th of 
last October, the deceased, a man named B, iley, the prisoner and 
bis wife, and himself, were sit ing down in tho room having some 
beer, when a dispute arose, Bailey protesting against the prisoner 
having any more beer, as be bad not paid for it. The prisoner 
then struck Bailey, upon which the latter returned the blow and 
knocked the prisoner down. The prisoner then seized the poker 
aud atte opted to strike Bailey, but it was taken from him Davies 
had rot said one word or interfered, and he and Bailey shortly after 
fell asleep Тһе prisoner then got hold of the poker again and 
ging to the two sleeping men before it could be prevented «truck 
Davies and Bailey several times with it in в most violent manner. 
The poker was again taken from him It was then found that 
Davies was most dreadfully injured about the head, from which the 
blood poured, while Bailey was also injured. The prisoner then 
left the house, and Davies was obliged to be carried to bed. А sur- 
geon was sent for, and he became somewhat better. Ho managed 
to go to work on the following Wednerday, but [оп the following 
day he became quite insensible, &ud was conveyed to Guys Hot- 
pitel, where he expired Previously to his removal the prisoner 
saw him and said he would get money to obtain some comforts fur 
kim. He went out, but he never returned. 

Thomas Reason, a private in the ist Battalion of the Gregadier 
Gaards, said he was on duty that day at the magazine in Hyde- 
park, when he saw the prisoner. He called him by name, and then 
told the sergeant that he was the man charged with the murder of 
Davies. The prisoner was then placed in the guardroom, and afier- 
wards removed to Marlborough Police-station. The witness fur- 
ther stated that he knew the prisoner from his having been in ¿he 
regiment soma nine years before. Having heard of the crime he 
had committed, he at once stopped him. 

Sergeant Fookes, of the same regiment, stated that when he took 
the prisoner he asid he was not the man, and at the station he 
remarked, “You will not get a medal for this, for you are tuo 
fast ” 

The prisoner was removed to Peckham Station, and thence to 
the court, by Inspector Froat. 

The prisoner esid: All I wish to aay is that I am very sorry 
Davies happened to be the man I hit, because we were like two 
brothers together. The man I meant to hit was the other, wuo 
struck my wife and gave hera slight black eye, and called her 4 
foul name. I was drunk at the time, and ali the rest. 

Inspector Frost said an inquest һа? been held upon the body of 
Davies, and а verdict of * Wilfal murder” returned against the 
prisoner. The prisoner had suffered seven years’ penal servitude 
for knocking down a sergeant in the regiment in which he wes. 

The magistrate said the witness Reason deserved great praise for 
tho manner in whioh he had detected the prisener. In order

At the word ‘infamous’ M. Delact rose, and, addressing 
the President in a deeply-egitated voio», asked if the Ohamber 
mesut to let such an expression pass without oenguring the 
speaker who had made use of it. То the great astonishment of 
the tribunes the President answered not one word, and M. Dalaet 
was obliged to sit down without having received from either 
the right or left benches the slightest indication of sympa 
thetic support. But no sconer had the Minister of War 
concluded bie speech than a messenger of the chember delivered a 
sealed note to him from the member for Antwerp (M. Dela:t), the 
contents of which I am ignorant of, but which appeared te produce 
a deep impression upon him, for immediately after receiving it, and 
while M. Booman was replying to his gpeech, I saw him rise from 
his chair and go “own iuto the hemioyole, where some deputics, 
among others M. Vriere and M. Rogier, at onos joined him. What 
took place at this little oouncil I cannot say, but conversation was 
extremely animated, and in the tribune: it was generally thought 
there was a challenge to a duel.

Inox suspension bridges are of 
modern date. The first in 
England was built acrose the 
Tweed, in 1819, by Bir Samuel 
Brown. Six ohain cables were 
used in ite construction, its 
span being 449 fest, and versed 
sine thirty feet. The same 
inter constructed Ше 
Brighton Ohain Pier and the 
Montrose- brid, The bridge 
over the Straits, by Tel- 
ford, built in 1826, had a spen 
of 585 feet, being 102 feet above 
water. “The way-bridge, 
also by Tellord, has a span of 
327 feet. The Hammersmith- 
bridge, over the Thames, has a 
span of 422 feet; that of Frey- 
berg, in Switzerland, bas a 
span of 170 feet, and is 167 feet 
above water. The Pesth sus- 
pension-bridge, wh!oh has been 
most severely tested, was built 
by Tierney Olark; its clear 
water way is 1,250 feet, and tho 
centre ayan 670 feet, while the 
towers sre 200 feet in height. 

The first suspension-bridges 
in this country were built by 
Mr. Finley between 1796 and 
1810, and were made with 
chain cables. Of late years 
meny very fine ones have bien 
erected. Among these are the 
Wheeling: bridge, over the 
Ohio, blowa down, May, 1854 
Its span was 1,010 feet. The 
Lewiston-bridge, seven mil<s 
below Niagare, was built ia 
1850, by E. W. Serrel, with » 
span of 1,040 feet. Rosbling'a 
rallway-bridge, at Niagara, h. s 
span of 821 fect; its elevati u 
above the water io 245 feat 

The fret cast-iron bridge in 
Ерам was at Colebrook 
Dale, in 1779; ite spam ig 100 
feet, wi'h a rise of forty. The 
Blsbopwearmouth-bridge, built in 1790, je 100 feet above waler 
level, bas a span of 240, and a rise uf thirty. The Pont d'Auster- 
litz at Paris has five arches, each with a span of 107 feet, and a riso 
cf ene-tenth the span. The Pont du Carrousel, їп Paris, was built 
by Polonceau, in 1838, and has three arches, with a span of 150 feet, 
and a rise of sixteen. 

The Britannia and Conway tubular wrought-iron bridges, erected 
by Stephenson, are among the most extraordinary structures cf 
modern times. The Brilannie-bridge crosses the Menai Strait, 103

Ir is reported from Malta that shocks of earthquake have been 
lately felt at Corfu. It is seid that a mountaia near Arta has 
thrown out smoke and flame. It is also reported that а village in 
the neighbourhood has been destroyed, with two or three hundred 
of its inhabitants. 

Ir is stated that Cardinal Antonelli and the Pope are preparing 
to publish all the autograph letters ot Napoleon III to Pius IX, 
wherein the Emperor guarantees and assures to the Pope the pus- 
session of the pontifical dominions.

The 
widow, with the assistance of her boys, dragged the woman ont of 
his reach, and he left the house, declaring he would drown him- 
self. The widow followed him and induced him to return, when 
ehe had the address to lock him into a room and give the alarm. Bat 
armed with the handbill he forced out the casement and jumped out 
of the window. He made his way to a mill-pond, into which bo 
plunged head foremost with such foroe that his head was buried in 
the mud. He was quite dead whon got out. Mr. Tiley, surgeon 
of Bargess-hill, was sent for and attended the old women, who wae 
most seriously wounded. Her under jaw was fractured, her tongue 
cut asunder, and her left hand very nearly severed at the wrist.

They 
have told us plainly that their hostility to the foreignor is im- 
mortal sud unchangeable, and will continue “for ever, for ever, 
for ever.” This, it will be remembered, is a literal translation of 
their own emphatic monosyllable, “Ake, ake, ake.” It is an 
amiable error to suppose that in the land question, or the road 
question, or the question of steamers on the rivers, or any other 
particular question, is to be sought the cause of the war.

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HULY WEEK IN TOULON 
AND THE VOGES. 


Easrgm week is celebrated in 
France with many peculiar re- 
Mgious ceremonies. At Toulon, 
it is customary on Palm Bun- 
day for children, accompanied 
by their parents, to carry with 
them to high mass the presente 
they have received from their 
friends in memory of the time. 
These presents, which usually 
consist of Easter cakes (ring - 
shaped), bonbons, candiea 
oranges, and toys, are fastened 
to branches of palm and laurel, 
or, in default of these, to gilt 
sticks, which the little folks 
carry in procession up the body 
of the church. Beats are pro- 
vided for the obildren imme- 
diately in front of the altar; 
and hi ng listened to в short 
and simple address from their 
pastor. they slug together an 
appr priate hymn, and then 
kae] o receive his blessing. 
Ta. palm bougbs of the more 
for uvate ohildren are adorned, 
not with mere bonbons aud 
toys only, but with costly pre- 
sents. On the other hand, 
some little children are seen 
with a simple branch of laurel 
or a barren switch, from whioh 
dengle a few gingerbread toys, 
or, perbaps, a doll. Duriog 
the address of the priest, it is 
amusing to watch the various 
expressions on the faces of the 
little ones. The poorer obi!- 
dren fully eye the richly- 
loade boughs of their 
“ betters,” and here and there 
a tear may be seen streaming 
down the cheek of some little 
one who bas not yet learned how 
to conceal the covetous desires 
of ite kind. 

With the poor of Toulon, 
Thursday in Holy Week is a 
great day. From early morning 
crowds of meanly-olad people 
fill the streets on their way to 
the various churches, on each 
side of the doors of which they 
range themselves in a double 
line, to solicit alms from the 
charitable as they pass in or 
out; and as the churches are 
open all day long, the poor 
have all the day to beg in. 

Among all the ceremonies 
performed during Easter, that 
of washing the feet of the poor 
is perhaps the most interesting, 
and never {ails to attract large 
congregations. Twelve old 
men of good character are 
selected by the almoner and 
curates of the parish, who pro- 
vide them with suitable 


clothing for the occasion, and present to each a five frano plece and 
two loaves of bread. Before the ceremony they are served with a 
meal of bread, cheese and eggs, and a little wine. Formerly a 
dejewner a la fourchette was served to them, and they were waited on 
br, the clergy ; but this liberal entertainment made the hearts of the 
old men so gay, that often on their arrival at the cathedral they found

The butchers es- 
ресіаПу make a grand show, 
tempting to those who have 
languisbed on Lenten fare. 
The whole city has the ap- 
pearance of a gala day; the 
ships in the harbour are decked 
with colours, and the streets 
are crowded with soldiers, 
sailors, and workmen and their 
wives in holiday attire. People 
from ‚the surrounding country 
come in to “aseist” at the 
feteg and ceremonies, bringing 
with them baskets of eggs, 
home-made sausages, and other 
country dilicacies, for their 
city friends. We ought not to 
forget that, among other rites, 
the prieste bless the publio.

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SOMETHING LIKE RAILWAY TRAFFIO. 


Ler us endeavour to furnish a guide to the labyrinth, and ex- 
plain how the vast traffic is conducted at Olapham Junction. From 
his eyrie in the signal-box the signalman has on the north side— 
that is, the side nearest the Thames—the Kensington lino. It 
starts from Olapbam, passes along the South-Western ard by a 
sharp curve finds its way across the bridge to Kensington. From 
the South-Western system there are four separate branches which 
run across the Thames to Kensington. The one jast mentioned ig 
the South-Western line. Next to it, but nearer London, is the 
Great Western branch. This dips down snd passes under the 
South-Western, sweeps round by a sharp curve on the low level, 
and, gradually ascending, finds ite way into the north side of Ciap- 
ham Junction. A third line, still nearer London, is that of the 
London and Brighton. This runs from the south side of 
the station, dips down and under the South-Western, 
climbs up a steep ascent, and gains а footing on the bridge 
at the end of a sweeping curve. Finally, there is branch 
on a level with the main line, which would be available for 
trains running direct from the Waterloo Station to Ken- 
sington, but which at present is but little used, as 
ngers for Kensington from Waterloo are brought on to Olap- 
m, and there change carriages. The London and South-Western 
contribute sixteen trains each way per week to this line, and the 
other companies upwards of fifty trains. Next to the Kensington 
line, and lying south of it, is a sbunting-yard, where many of the 
trains of the Loudon and South-Western are made up, owing to 
the want of sufficient accommodation at Waterloo. Then we have 
the Windsor line, with its loop to Hounslow. One hundred and 
fifty trains per day pass to and fro on this line, aud then comes 
another shubting-yard and harbour of refuge for luggage trains. 
Wo now reach the main line, which throws off its junctions at 
Wimbledon for Mitcham and Oroydon, and Epsom and Leather- 
head; the Hampton Court, the Weybridge, the W. the 
ke, the Andover, tbe Bishopstoke, and other e 
tions. One hundred snd thirty-two trains along this 
portion of the system on Thureday last. ond this again 
lies the London and Brighton Line, with its Kensington 
siding, already mentioned. The number of traine which 
ron through this Brighton part of the station is nearly 
100, and they communicate with all parte of the Brighton 
system. It wiil give an idea of the ramifications of the railway 
system here when we say that, among the traing just mentioned, 
there was some half-dozen which ran direct from Oroydon to the 
Euston Station. A day’s traffic in and out of this m ў 
is represented by nearly 700 trains, er a number whi 
about one in every two minutes througbout the t wen
